BARNWELL BAPTINSTS.

Forty-third Annunal Session of the
Assoeiation. at St. Joln's
Baptist Church.

This Association met in its forty-

. | third annual session at St. John’s

Baptist church on Thursday,October
19th, and continued its meetings un-
til Sunday. Itis one of the best
Associations in the State. The
history of the denominationinits ter-
ritory would make interesting read-
ing.

Varnville is the home
of Pastor E. W. Pecples, of the St
John’s chureh, and ou the Saturday
before each third Sunday Bro. Pee-
ples is accustomed to drive a paiv of
diligent little ponies from Varnviile
to St. John’s that he may minister
to the church. I myself, have made
the trip with him. The people at
St. John’s are some of the best to
be found anywhere. The member-
ship is about one hundred and fifty.
It is a lovely grove in which the
building stands; the church itself
is & neat white-painted structure,
but no neater than the homes of the
1 le.
go?as%o%? W. Peeples is highly
admired by the bretheren at St.
John’s as well as at Carter’s Ford,
Hampton, Brunson and his other
churches. Bro. Peeplesis a court-
eous and cultured Christian minis:

reacher of his age I ever met:

Prof. Bailey spoke
and bronght out the fact that if the
Clemson guano tax was turned into
the common schools it would help
ten times as many farmers as at
‘preseut.

Our esteemed Baptist brother,
Congressman W. J. Talbert, was
called out and made a capital, hu-
morous speech, in which a most in-
teresting feature was the adroitness
with which he walked the wire on
the general subject of education,
withont falling against either th:
Seylla or the Charybdis of the prem-
ises. He closed with a strongand
poteut plea for a better support of
our common schools. Col. Talbert
is a magnificent man; to know him
is to be proud of the people who
elected him.

Bro. A. 8. Paiterson, a probable
candidate for governor in the next
primary, demanded the re-reading
of the report. It was read by Chair-
man Johnson, of the committee of
education. Mr. Patterson, who is
also a member of the board of trus-
tees of Clemson, spoke.

that Barnwell is one of the strong-
est reform counties, and {hat the
Baptists are a large majority of the
Christian people there, they may now
‘begin to open their eyes.

they want instead of tying them-
selves to the utterances of some
newspaper which almost never re-
presents the people, but assumes the
role of lord and dictator to chureh
and State and the public at large, it
would be better for all parties con-
cerned.
